GANGS OF THE EAST END 

A fight that’s been simmering for over 150 
years suddenly burst violently into the open 
over the holiday weekend, as rival gangs from 
the North and South Forks engaged in an 
epic confrontation that involved fights on 
land and sea. The two main gangs involved 
were the Southampton-based Priveteers and 
the Southold-headquartered Young’s Boys, 
and their dispute involved which town, 
Southampton or Southold, qualifies as the first 
English settlement in New York. 

Hostilities broke out when a small group 
of Young’s Boys intentionally trespassed on 
Priveteer territory in North Sea, scrawling 
the message “Southold Was Here (Before 
Southampton)” on a boulder near Conscience 
Point. This was too much for the Priveteers, 
who set upon the trespassers with homemade 
weapons and rocks, causing serious injuries. 
The Young’s Boys took revenge, and soon 
the streets of Southampton and Southold 
were ablaze with indiscriminate violence and 
rage. The fighting involved several skirmishes 
between boats on Peconic Bay as well. 

Police were stretched thin as they labored to 
bring calm to the area and tend to the wounded, 
but by late Sunday night order seemed to have 
returned. The question of which town has 
the right to claim the coveted “First English 
Settlement” status remains unresolved. 


MCGUMBUS INDEPENDENCE DAY SHOCKER 

Old Man McGumbus, Shelter Island’s 104-year- 
old WWII veteran and amateur electrician, held 
his annual Fourth of July tribute to the Founding 
Fathers last Friday. The event quickly became a 
police matter, as one of the festival’s events 
inspired numerous calls to the authorities. While 
the reenactment of young George Washington 
chopping down the cherry tree went off without 
incident (although McGumbus’s neighbor later 
called in to report that a cherry tree on his 
property had been chopped down without 
his permission), the “Kitty Cat Ben Franklin” 
tableau vivant was much more controversial. 
No laws were broken, investigators determined 
after arriving on the scene to find a cat dressed 
like the founding father and holding a kite 
string, but out of an abundance of caution, they 
ordered McGumbus to release the feline from 
his costume (although the cat was allowed to 
stay for the rest of the celebration). 

In a statement released the following morning 
through his spokesperson, McGumbus was 
defiant: “Our forefathers fought those redcoats 
so a man, and his cat, could do as they please. 
Can’t dress up as Benjamin Franklin? Can’t fly a 
kite? What happened to our independence and 
freedom of expression? Where did life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness go? We may as 
well be British!” #&

AS Legend Aas It, Walt Whitman Was Run Out of Southold on a Rail 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he history of eastern Long Island goes way 

back to colonial times, to when the first 
eastern settlers landed in New England. Much of 
it can be documented with facts. Other bits of 
history, among them one of the most fascinating 
stories of all, cannot be fully documented. 

Nevertheless, if you ask certain people from 
the Town of Southold on the North Fork about 
the story of the time Walt Whitman spent 
teaching school there in 1840, you will invariably 
be informed that everybody in town knows the 
story. It is in the lore of the town. 

Indeed, a woman named Katherine Molinoff, 
who published a pamphlet titled Walt Whitman 
at Southold in 1966, came to Southold and spoke 
to people who said they knew of this story from 
their. grandparents, who knew it from their 
grandparents. As a result of this pamphlet and 
other information, some historians accept the 
account as fact. Here is that story, including 
comments about what we know and don’t know. 


ee: 


When Walt Whitman was 36 years old, he 
first published Leaves of Grass, celebrating the 
common man, the gloriousness of life, the touch 
of God in nature throughout the planet and 


the freedom to ignore the encumberments of 
society and be your own happy self. 

A hundred years later, in the 1950s, he was 
declared the grandfather of America’s Beat 
Poet generation, earning praise from Lawrence 
Ferlinghetti, Alan Ginsberg and Jack Kerouac, 
who wrote On the Road. Keep moving. Love life. 
Enjoy every moment. 

Even such varied individuals as Ezra Pound, 
Andrew Carnegie and Ralph Waldo Emerson 
offered him great praise. He is America’s greatest 
poet. One critic, William Sloane Kennedy, wrote 
that “a thousand years from now people will be 
celebrating the birth of Walt Whitman as they 
are now the birth of Christ.” 

All that, however, took place when he was 
full grown. Earlier, as a youth growing up 
here on Long Island, which included several 
dramatic months here on the East End at 
Southold, he worked as a legal assistant, a 
printer, a schoolteacher, a pamphleteer, 
a newspaper editor and writer, which often 
involved the politics of the day, much of which 
involved Tammany Hall in Manhattan and all 
the corruption that went along with it. Once, 
in those early days, he got fired from his job 
as the editor of The Brooklyn Daily Eagle by 
writing in opposition to the political views 
of its owner, Isaac Van Anden. On another 
occasion he worked for (Cont'd on next page)

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The Long Island Patriot. He wrote against slavery 
being allowed in new states entering the union. 
Slavery in New York State had been abolished 
in 1828 (when he was 9), but children born into 
slavery would remain indentured until as late 
as 1853. 

And then there was the time he spent as a 
schoolteacher. He was 21 years old at the time. 
Drawings made of him in 1840—this was before 
photography was widely used—show a slender, 
high strung, self-important young man who 
looks quite angry and troubled. 

And in the summer of 1840, just four riesretins 
before he reportedly came to Southold to teach, 
he wrote a friend of his a letter about teaching 
school to the children of the farmers of Long 
Island. He had taught at five schools from 1836 
to 1838, and four schools in 1840 and 1841, and 
was probably the teacher at the Woodbury 
School at the time. Keep in mind that 15 years 
later he would be celebrating the “common 
man.” 

“I am sick of wearing away by inches, and 
spending the fairest portion of my little span 
of life, here in this nest of bears, this forsaken 
of all Go[d]’s creation; among clowns and 
country bumpkins, flat-heads, and coarse 
brown-faced girls, dirty, ill-favored young brats, 
with squalling throats and crude manners, and 
bog-trotters, with all the disgusting conceit of 
ignorance and vulgarity. It is enough to make 
the fountains of good-will dry up in our hearts, 
to wither all gentle and loving dispositions, 
when we are forced to descend and be as one 


among the grossest, the most low-minded of the 
human race. Life is a dreary road, at the best; 
and I am just at this time in one of the most 
stony, rough, desert, hilly and Weis yn 
parts of the journey.” 

He also wrote: “Send me something funny; for 
I am getting to be a miserable kind of a dog.” 

There wasn’t much in the way of getting 
references about prospective school teachers 
back then. Whitman left the Woodbury School. 
But then he gets this invitation from Southold, 
this is in the late summer of 1840 or 1841, that 
the Locust Grove School in that town needed a 
teacher, and would Whitman like to come? 

Well, Whitman’s sister Mary—Walt was one 
of nine children—had moved to Greenport, just 
four miles east of Southold, after marrying a 
Greenport boat builder, so Walt had family out 
there. Why not? 

There are only fragmentary records of what 
happened in Southold at this time. There were 
few town records kept. Only a few newspaper 


‘articles survive to this day. None describe 


the extraordinary things that some believe 
happened after young Walt came to town. But 
there is plenty of word of mouth about it. 

Walt Whitman arrives to teach at the school in 
early December. He is taken in, as is customary 
in rural towns when schoolteachers are hired, 
at the home of George Wells, where he is 
to spend the semester living with Wells and 
his wife and several children, at least one 
of whom is a student at the Locust Grove 
School. There is no indication of the sleeping 


arrangements in that house, but it is common 
that the schoolteacher receive room and board. 
It is also common that he sleeps in the attic 
with one or more of the children he teaches. He 
is to be their professor, a member of the family, 
a friend and mentor. There are many references 
of this way of bringing a schoolteacher into a 
village in this period in America. And so young 
Walt commences teaching the young, about 25 
of them, in a one-room wooden building with a 
lot of desks, some firewood, a blackboard and a 
pot-bellied stove. 

During the first month, Whitman writes 
several fiery editorials that appear in the nearby 
Greenport Republican Watchman newspaper. 


“People get very stirred up. They talk to one 


about their schoolteacher. Soon, the editor 
of the Republican Watchman announces that 
Whitman is “fired.” There will be no more 
articles from him. 

And then, one Sunday. morning, everyone 
goes to the Southold Presbyterian Church as 
they usually do. 

The sermon is delivered by the minister, Ralph 
Smith, who in the course of things denounces 
the behavior of this young man named Walt 
Whitman. He denounces Whitman, and calls 
him a sodomite. He mentions the name of the 
family at whose home he is staying, and says 
they have a young boy in that family who goes 
to that school. He says this must be stopped. 
And at the end Smith refers to the Locust Grove 
School as “a Sodom.”

M: daughter, her husband and their two 
children flew to New York from their 
home in San Francisco to visit with us.over the 

July Fourth holiday. They do this every summer 
for a week. 

Rhone is 10, Salonge is 13. We took them out 
to a beach fire at Indian Wells the first night 
they were here. We went to Main Beach in 
East Hampton, where they have this wonderful 
sign on the lifeguard stand that reads “Bathing 
Capacity 250,” which always reminds me of the

bang soft metal into various shapes and sizes in 
the old blacksmith shop there. 

On their fourth day here, at breakfast out by 
the pool, there came news on the radio that a 
hurricane was headed our way and would reach 
_ us on Thursday. Our hurricanes generally come 
in late August. This was a rarity, indeed. 

Rhone got all excited. “I've never been in a 
hurricane before,” he said. 

_He had been in earthquakes before, though, 
and we'd been in San Francisco one night when 
we felt a tremor strong enough to wake us. 

“It’s like an earthquake,” I said. “Except the 
earth doesn’t shake and objects don’t fall off 
the shelves. Also, it doesn’t last just for a few 


seconds. And big gashes don’t form in the 
earth.” 

I grinned at him mischievously. He looked at 
me and made a face. 

“Instead, what it is,” I told him, “is hundred- 
mile-an-hour winds that blow trees through the 
rain sideways and the electricity goes out for a 
week and we run out of food. You know that big 
tree house I once had on the hillside?” 

“Yes.” : 

“It blew away in a hurricane,” | said. “We 
never found it.” 

He was silent for a while. My eae eer, his 
mother, stared at me. 

“Of course, this one is not going to be like 
that. It’s just going to sideswipe us as it comes 
north, whacking us with its tail as it goes by. So 
I think we will just get a little rain and maybe 
some big surf in the ocean.” 

Well, Hurricane Arthur came up the East 
Coast and ran aground hard on the Outer 
Banks of North Carolina with hundred-mile-an- 
hour winds, then came our way, spinning along 
tuckered out. The weather forecast said there 
was about a 90% chance it would pass here well 
out in the Atlantic before ending in Nova Scotia, 
Canada. I crossed my fingers. 

What we did get on Thursday night and 
Friday morning July 4 (effectively ruining 
several Independence Day events that day), 
was a warm, humid, tropical downpour that

flooded the places 
downpours. It also 
knocked a few branches 
off trees. Late in the 
morning, alarmingly, 
our power went out in

This year, 
the fireworks are dedicated to Tony Duke, who 
passed away in April. 

The fireworks will be previded: by the 
celebrated Long Island firm Fireworks by Grucci, 
and many local businesses have stepped in to 


sponsor the event, including Dan’s Papers tae 


WPPB, among others. 

Rossetti Perchik, Founder and CEO of 
the Clamshell Foundation, notes that the 
fireworks “are a tradition that I didn’t want 
to see go away. To this day they have the 
feel of a private party.” Locals still associate 
the fireworks with Boys’ and Girls’ Harbor,

Foundation has taken them over. 

In fact, when not making noise setting off 
Grucci fireworks over Three Mile Harbor, the 
Clamshell Foundation is busy being a quiet force 
for good on the East End. Most of the time, the 
foundation is going about the behind-the-scenes 
business of raising funds and then awarding 
scholarships to East Hampton High School 
graduates and supporting area charities. They 
also sponsor the Olman Sanabria Humanitarian 
Award, which is awarded to an East Hampton 
Highs School student based on his or her 
charitable and humanitarian activities. Founded 
in 1992, the Clamshell Foundation quietly 
donates 100% of its proceeds back to the 
community—more than $125,000 so far. 

After the fireworks, the next big event. on 
the agenda for the Clamshell Foundation - ‘is 
their 23rd annual Sandcastle Contest, taking 
place on August 2 at Atlantic Avenue Beach 
in Amagansett. The Sandcastle Contest is the 
flagship event and principal fundraiser for the 
foundation, and the oldest event of its kind on 
the East End. 

“It’s a great way to spend a summer day,” 
says Perchik. “It’s a wonderful day—no issues, 
no stress, no garbage.” Pretty rare for summer 
in the Hamptons! 

For a $10-per-person entrance fee, teams 
of up to 6 people, registered in categories 
ranging from Sand Fleas (for the youngest 
competitors with one adult leader) to Sand | 
Pros (adult professionals), will compete within 
their categories for lst, 2nd or 3rd place. An 
overall winner will also be selected. It’s always 
a fun, festive event for the whole family, and, 
of course, all proceeds are used to support the 
Clamshell Foundations charitable endeavors. 
Dan’s Papers is the media sponsor. 

Perchik notes that, like the fireworks display, 
the Sandcastle Contest has woven itself into the 
fabric of the East End culture. “People schedule 
their summer vacations around it. People save 
their trophies for years!” The trophies, it has to 
be said, are very nice, made from compressed 
sand—“the perfect trophy for a sandcastle 
contest,” Perchik points out. Perchik is aware of 
at least one former winner who was so inspired 
by the experience that she actually went into | 
engineering. “She’s founded something called

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Storytellers Take Stony Brook Southampton Stage

he Moth, aNew York City nonprofit dedicated 

to the art of storytelling, is headed 
east for the first time, making its Hamptons 
debut during the Stony Brook Southampton 
Writers Conference. 

Sponsored by The Southampton Review, the 
Moth presentation on Friday, July 18 will be 
hosted by The New Yorker’s Adam Gopnik. 
The featured storytellers, Ted Conover, Tara 
Clancy, Wendy Suzuki, Meg Wolitzer and Simon 
Doonan, will share true tales around the theme 
“Fish Out of Water.” 

Those familiar with the public radio program 
The Moth Radio Hour will know what the event 
will be like: A solo speaker on stage tells a 
personal story, with no notes. 

These aren’t rehearsed-to-death monologues 
recited after rote memorization. The stories 
aren’t acted out—they’re told. 

The story must be based on the speaker’s 
own experience; it can’t be a story the speaker 
heard from a family member or friend. 

What seems like simple rules actually narrows 
down the field significantly, and it lends an 
authenticity to the event. Some stories are 
strictly amusing. Some are eye-opening. Others 
are heart-wrenching and cathartic for both 
speaker and audience. 

The Moth attracts all kinds, from actors, 
directors and stand-up comedians to people 
who have never worked in the arts or the 
entertainment field but just have a story to tell. 


Because this particular Moth event is 
happening at a writer’s conference, the bill is 
full of wordsmiths.

of the Reverend Smith’s sermons during that 
era, but there is no record of this lecture or any 
mention of Walt Whitman. On the other hand, 
there are reports by some who have seen these 
records that 12 pages of the records of these 
sermons that have been ripped out. 

After the service, a mob forms out on the 
lawn. There are angry voices, declarations that 
something must be done. The mob heads to 
the home of George Wells, stopping along the 
way at Kettle Hill, a place where fresh hot tar 
is heated over a fire and available to all for 
fixing up house drafts, farm implements and 
fishermen’s seines. Hot tar is put in a bucket. 
The mob moves on. 

Somehow, Whitman becomes aware of the 
mob. He flees the Wells house, and he heads

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down the street to the home of Dr. Ira Corwin, 


bursting in upon the housekeeper, Selina Danes, 


who hides him in the attic under a pile of tick 
mattresses. The mob, however, after talking 
to Wells and learning where Whitman went, 
marches on down to the doctor’s house and 
runs upstairs to find him there in the attic. They 
drag him downstairs and haul him out into the 
yard where they plaster his hair and clothing 
with tar and take him out to a wagon with the 
intention of putting him in the back and driving 
him out of town. 

But then a woman named Aunt Lina arrives 
and comforts Whitman there on the ground, 
yells at the mob to leave him alone, and the mob 
melts away. Danes then takes Whitman back 
to Dr. Corwin’s house and, with the doctor’s

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permission, nurses Whitman there for a month 
without Whitman ever coming out of the house. 
Whitman then leaves the area quietly on his 
own after he has recovered. 

That is the story that has been handed down 
about why, after that time, the Locust Grove 
School was no longer the Locust Grove School, 
but the Sodom School, a name that it bore into 
the early 20th century. 

Whether all this happened as all the people 
Molinoff spoke to remembered it, I suppose 
we will never know. There are various bits of 
evidence either way. 

For example, a letter has been found, written 
to a Southold man by a Washington lawyer 
early in the winter of 1840. The relevant part of 
this letter reads as follows: 

“Iam most sincerely sorry that Whitman tho’t 
it expedient to ‘run a muck’ under the chariot 
wheels of ‘old Tip’—but hope he may escape 
unscathed.” 

“Old Tip” is a reference to “Tippecanoe 
and Tyler Too,” the campaign slogan of Whig 
candidate William Harrison (and John Tyler), 


‘who ran for and was elected President espousing 
that slavery continue to be legal in America. 


Reverend Smith represented the Whigs on 


- eastern Long Island. Whitman campaigned 


for Harrison’s opponent, Martin Van Buren, 
who was morally opposed to slavery. Southold 
Whigs were very pro-slavery then. The country 
would continue along toward the Civil War. 

On the other side, there are several articles 
written by Whitman that appear afterwards in 
Greenport’s Republican Watchman without any 
mention of these tar-and-feather events. But 
articles can be written from afar and mailed 
in and then published. Perhaps these were 
such cases. Whitman also writes a letter of 


recommendation that following spring to the 
- Southold school district for a friend wanting 


to be a schoolteacher there. It’s also known 
that in the years that follow, Whitman, who 
continues teaching school elsewhere for a while, 
summers in Southold, perhaps with his sister 
and her family. Finally, in later years, when he 
is old and is asked to remember all the schools 
he taught at, he remembers eight, but none are 
Locust Grove. 

In 1850, at age 31, Walt Whitman writes that he 
is now going to leave off being an editor, printer 
and schoolteacher. He is to commit himself 
to being a vagabond and poet of the common 
man. He has long since forgotten, no doubt, the 
days when he described the common people 
of Woodbury as “country bumpkins, flat-heads, 
and coarse brown-faced girls, dirty, ill-favored 
young brats, with squalling throats and crude 
manners, and bog-trotters.” 

Five years after that, in 1855, Whitman 
presents to his brothers one of the 795 copies 
of Leaves of Grass he has paid to have printed. 
The book is not yet the dramatic success it is 
later to become. 

His brother George commented later that it 
was not worth reading.

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Oysters: Culinary Treasure Key to sued Health

C oncerned citizens worried about the 
ecosystems of locals bays have all reached 
the same conclusion: the East End needs more 
oysters. 

In order to turn the tide on the deterioration of 
water quality, grassroots efforts are underway 
at Shinnecock Bay, Moriches Bay and North 
Sea Harbor. Each of these water bodies has 
been adopted by a different nonprofit, and 
each nonprofit sees the essential role oysters 
will play. 

Though oysters are often associated with fine 
dining and raw bars, marine biologists treasure 
oysters for another reason: their ability to 
remove an extraordinary amount of algae and 
nitrogen from bodies of water. While all filter 
feeding bivalves do the same, oysters are the 
true workhorses of the bays. 

Aram Terchunian, the owner of the 
environmental services firm First. Coastal in 


Westhampton, says that 100 years ago, oysters - 


were more important to Manhattan’s economy 
than Wall Street. Oysters were plentiful then in 
New York’s waters, but in the ensuing years, 
due to overharvesting, pollution and other 
factors, the oyster population has collapsed. 

With the loss of oysters, bays have lost much 
_ of their filtration systems. Stormwater runoff 
and leaching cesspools are putting nitrogen in 
the estuary and algae is growing at a faster pace 
than the remaining filter feeders, such as hard- 
shell clams, scallops and mussels, can consume 
it. And the clam population is also no where 
near what it was 50 years ago. 

Terchunian is a member of the Moriches Bay 
Project, which got permission to grow 10,000 
oysters in the bay. The oyster racks will be. in 
the eastern end of the Bay, off the Westhampton 
Beach portion of Dune Road. 

At North Sea Harbor, the Conscience Point 
Shellfish Hatchery aims to grow oysters to seed 
oyster reefs there and elsewhere on the East 
End. The hatchery is located on Southampton 
Historical Museum’s Conscience Point Historic 
Site, where settlers landed in 1640. 

The hatchery is being operated by Sea Scout 
Ship 908, a division of the Boy Scouts of America, 
and others interested in restoring local waters. 
Josh Belury is both the skipper of Ship 908 and 
the director of the hatchery. 

“Algal blooms are just running rampant,” 
Belury says. Algae have many negative effects 
on water bodies, such as preventing sunlight 
from reaching the bottom of bays and robbing 
waters of oxygen. No sunlight means no eelgrass 
beds—where clams grow—and no oxygen 
means mobile aquatic life flees and stationary 
animals die. 

Three reefs of 1 million oysters each will filter 
the entire volume of water in North Sea Harbor 
every 24 hours, according to Belury. And they 
only need to be 100 feet by 10 feet each. The 
oysters will work all day and through the night, 
leaving the harbor crystal clear when the sun 
rises. Then algae will grow back under the 
sunlight, beginning the cycle again. The oyster 
reefs will also have the effect of absorbing the 
shock of waves, before they hit land and causes 
erosion, especially during storms, Belury says. 

The largest organization aiming to replenish 
the oyster population is the Shinnecock Bay 


Landeau Foundation and the 
Simons Foundation. 

The Shinnecock Bay 
Restoration Program, along 
with Cornell Cooperative 
Extension, helps anyone 
with access to the bay to 
became an oyster gardener. 
The SPAT program provides

any people know Tom 

Clavin for his book 
Dark Noon. It appeared 
in 2005 and was the first 
thoroughly researched and 
passionately written account 
of one of the darkest days 
on eastern Long Island—the 
otherwise calm day at sea 
_ in 1951 when a single rogue 
‘wave overturned an open 
fishing boat off Montauk, 
loaded with fishermen having 
a good time, leading to the 
deaths of 46 people. 

It was attributed, at the 
time, to an almost complete 
lack of public sport-fishing 
rules, an overloaded boat with 
one of its two engines out of 
service, no time to negotiate 
the mounting waves, and 
poor communication between 
boats and shore. All that 
has since changed, mostly 
as a result of the Pelican 
disaster, something that for 
many years people in these 
parts did not want to talk 
about. Among those who died 
was the captain, a popular 
Montauk man named Eddie 
Carroll. 

Also changed was the career 
of the author of this book, 
Tom Clavin of Sag Harbor. His 
next book, in 2007, written 
with Bob Drury, about a little- 
known typhoon that capsized 
and sank three American 
warships in the Pacific during 
World War II, became a New 
York Times bestseller. 

_ As Clavin said at the time, 
“I can do this,” meaning he 
could do what he loved and could make a 
living at it. It was true he had written seven 
books before. But none had sparked. Now, 
in his early 50s, one did. Subsequently, he 
has written eight books, all to great acclaim, 
including his latest, The Heart of Everything 
That Is, which came out last fall and also spent 
time on 7he New York Times bestseller list. 

He has hopes of a similar reception for 
Reckless: The Racehorse Who Became a 
Marine Corps Hero, to be published on August 
5 by NAL/Penguin. One of the early appraisals 
has come from Nelson DeMille: “It’s not too 
much of a stretch to say that Tom Clavin’s 
Reckless reads like a wonderful and inspiring 
combination of Laura Hillenbrand’s Seabiscuit 
and Unbroken. The star of this book might be 
a Mongolian mare, but she was an American 
war hero and her amazing story deserves to 
be told, which Tom Clavin so ably does. This 
would make a hell of a movie.” 

Tom Clavin was born in 1954, the oldest child 
of an Irish-American family in what was then an 
Irish Catholic neighborhood in the Bronx.

I wrote about things that 
happen at home, but 
with fictional characters, 
and it took hold of me. 


“We lived on Bainbridge Avenue, up by 
Mosholu Parkway in the vicinity of Woodlawn 
Cemetery. This was St. Brendan’s Parish. My 
dad had been in the Navy during World War 
Il and again during the Korean War. When he 
returned to my mother, who worked for New 
York Telephone, he sired me. 


“We lived on a fifth-floor 
walkup. I went to the St. 
Brendan’s School, carried a 
little briefcase and wore a 
uniform. This was fine until 
my mom had two more kids, 
my sister and brother. She 
rebelled. She could not raise 
three kids in a fifth-floor 
walkup. And so, when I was 
eight years old, we moved to 
Deer Park, Long Island. There 
was no Catholic school. | 
went to public school. On my 
first day there, in my uniform 
and carrying a briefcase, | 
got beat up.” 

The move to Deer Park was 
understood by his father, 
but grudgingly. Now he was 
working for Shell Oil in the 
city, and he commuted. He 
was now far from his extended 
family in the Bronx. In Deer 
Park at that time, there was 
no Catholic church, either. 
Mass was held in a rented 
movie theater. 

His mother thrived in 
this environment. And she 
lavished attention on her 
first born. Back in the Bronx, 
she had taught him to read 
and write before he attended 
school. He loved the images 
the words created. Now at 
eight years old, she bought 
him a typewriter. Now he 
could write things. 

“I wrote my first short 
story when I was 11,” Tom 
said. “Things that happened 
at home, but with fictional 
characters. The whole thing 
just took hold of me. I’ve 
loved it since.” 

“Do you still have that 

typewriter?” I asked. 

“It used to sit in the basement of our home 
in Deer Park, close to the furnace,” he said, 
“put the house was sold four years ago.” 

When Tom was 12 years old, his father 
went to work one morning and never came 
back. He was found, days later, asleep in the 
subway. 

“He lost the battle with alcohol,” Tom said. 
“He couldn’t even take care of himself, much 
less his family, He was gone. | didn’t see him 
but three or four times a year after that. He 
died at 68.” 

._ Tom’s mother had no car, no income. It 

was, of course, the end of the marriage, and 

that immobilized her. “I had to work, my 
mom said. After school. I got a job delivering 

Newsday. Then when I was 13, with a friend 
helping me fill out a form so I could hide my age, 
] got a job at a rug factory.” 

For a couple of years, a good job was cleaning 
movie theaters. He worked at two of them, one 
in Babylon, the other in Commack. By this time, 
he had a car but was (Continued on next page) 
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still too young for a license. He drove illegally. 

_ “If I got there early, say at 10 p.m., I could see 
the last show. The work began at midnight and 
went to 4 a.m. I watched for wallets.” 

In the early years after his father left, and 
until his mother found a job working for a bank, 
there was sometimes nothing to eat. 

“’d come home and drop off my books 
and mom would say, ‘I don’t have dinner for 
everybody, you have to fend for yourselves.’ I 
was 12, my sister 8, my brother 6. I considered 
it a problem to solve. So ['d wait until around 
6 p.m. and I’d go knock on the door of one of 
my school friends. ‘Can so-and-so come out to 
play?’ I'd ask. I knew it was dinner time. The 
reply would go like this: ‘Oh, we just sat down 
for dinner, (pause), would you like to join us?’ 
My closest friends kid me about this to this 
day.” 

I considered this. Now he lives in Sag Harbor. 

“Like who?” I asked. 

He told me two of his closest friends, Tony 
and Patty Sales, now run the food operation at 
the Star Island Yacht Club in Montauk. He told 
me they remember it another way—they knew 
dinner was ready when the doorbell rang. 

“Mom failed her driving test seven times, but 
got it on the eighth, then got the job at Security 
National Bank. Life got easier then.” 

Tom finished at Deer Park High School. He 
became the president of the student council, 
and editor of the high schoo] newspaper. 

“I loved it,” he said. “It gave me an interest in 
journalism.” 

Things were still rough at home, though, and

for a few years he continued working during the 
day, he became a landscaper and went to school 
at night at Suffolk County Community College. 
But then a big change came over him. It was a 
kind of dream. There had been a time after his 
father left that his mom went to Tijuana for 30 
days so she could qualify for residency for what 
would be a Mexican divorce. He and his siblings 
were dropped off with a relative. 

“I was 14 at the time,” Tom said. “I loved 
Southern California. There were beaches, 
ocean, everybody was so laid back. I set my 
sights on going to USC.” 

He would need money and scholarships. 
He got his mother’s blessing and moved to a 
$70-a-month studio apartment near campus. 

“It was squalid, in the barrio. There was an 
old man with a head injury from a drug deal 
gone bad who showed me the place. ‘T’ll take it,’ 
I told him.” 

He was determined to be a writer. When not 
studying, he wrote fiction. He submitted stories 
to magazines, got a shoebox full of rejection 
slips, but soldiered on, sometimes landing a 
piece. At USC he founded a literary magazine 
called Prufrock, filled with poetry and stories, 
and he buried himself in his studies. 


“It was a good experience. I studied with 
so many students from so many different 
nationalities. Muslims, Asians, I really was 
exposed to South America. But every semester 
I had to fight for that $5,000 scholarship from 
the school.” 

He never graduated, however. He left USC after 
two years to come back East and get married to 
a woman he had fallen in love with when he was 
going to Suffolk Community College. They were 
married in St. Joseph’s Church in Kings Park in 
1976 by her brother, a priest. 

His wife worked at the Viking Press in the city, 
in the production department, while he worked 
at the Guinness Book of World Records at their 
offices on 32nd Street in Manhattan. 

“I did proofreading and press releases. But 
my real job was to greet people. Were they 
dangerous? Were they okay? I’d deal with it. 
For example, there was a woman who brought 
in two potty-trained iguanas that she wanted to 
show us. We took her word for it. Another man 
brought in a game, which was a mechanical 


rabbi that the dogs chased around a track. 


Honestly, I thought it was a ridiculous place to 
work. There was Japanese porno wallpaper in 
the bathroom. The president drank his lunch 
every day.” 

For his trouble, he got fired. : 

He then worked for a while for Fodor Travel © 
Guide to Mexico, proofreading, which was 
better, but that didn’t work out, either. 

“| have had three jobs in my life, and got fired 
from all of them. | think it’s about authority.” 

He began writing for (Continued on page 54) 
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national publications, contributing to the Long 
Island Section of The New York Times, where his 
editor was Stuart Kampel (“A wonderful man”). 
He found he could make a living doing this. 

In 1982, he and his wife moved to Sag Harbor. 

“ld just read Deb Solomon’s biography of 
Jackson Pollock and wanted to live where 
he partied, worked inexpensively and drank, 
which would be East Hampton.” 

He got as far as Sag Harbor, wherea snowstorm 
stopped him long enough for him to fall in love 
with that community. He and his wife rented a 
house there. In 1982, they could be gotten quite 
cheaply. They had a daughter and a son. 

Here on the East End, he found a place for 
himself with local newspapers. “I loved certain 
aspects of the newspaper business. Breaking

this anywhere else. 


news, deadlines, the routine of local sports, 
cornerstone issues, the environment, the land.” 

He worked for two years for The East Hampton 
Star, then in 1993 was hired to be the editor of 
The Independent, a paper formed mostly by 
refugees from The Star. 

“I didn’t think it was a good idea to become 
editor, because I was just beginning to break 
into books,” he said. “But they needed to get 
somebody to replace someone who was not 
working out.” He stayed almost 10 years. 

Before going to The Independent, Tom 
volunteered to be part of the weekly Dan’s 
Papers editorial meetings, and I got to know 
him then. I so enjoyed his sense of humor, his 
approach to life and his attitude. After leaving 
The Independent (firing #3), a strange thing 
happened. It was as if he dropped off the face 


of the earth. There was no way to get in touch > 


with him. Addresses and telephone numbers 
kept changing with alarming frequency. It was 
very strange. 

What was going on for him, during this time, 
as I learned only recently when interviewing 
him for this profile, was that he was going 
through a prolonged separation that would 
lead to a divorce. He moved from place to place 
during it. And he wanted only to brood and be

announced a lot of new 
plans for their Android 
phone OS, as well as a lot 
of integration between 
Android and other platforms. 

The keynote focused largely on Google’s 
Android OS, which is getting a major overhaul 
later this year. Dubbed “Android L,” it features

Simplified shapes and enhanced animations 
give it a very fresh look compared to previous 
versions of Android, which have looked 
relatively similar since 2011. It’s not just a facelift, 
though. Android L has a new way of handling 
notifications. Notifications cannow beinteracted 
with on your lock screen, and are sorted by 
importance rather than simply the order they are

Environments allows you 
to set your phone to bypass the PIN or pattern 
lock in certain environments—for instance, 
when you're hooked up to your home WiFi 
network, or when you’re within a certain range 
of your Bluetooth earphone or watch. 

One of the main criticisms of Apple—indeed, 
it helped their stock prices to drop—at their 
WWDC conference was the lack of wearable 
technology. Google’s taken the hint on that, and 
announced quite a bit regarding wearable tech, 
most notably smart watches. Available for pre- 
order are two new smart watches, with a third 
that will be available later this summer. The 
two available now—Samsung Gear Live and the 
LG G Watch— are both roughly the same size, 
with 1.6 inch square screens and comparable 
features. The Moto360 from Motorola, which 
will be available “late this summer,” changes the 
“classic” smart watch look up, and is circular. 
It essentially looks like a_ slightly-oversized 
normal watch. Alongside these watches, Google 
announced a new development kit for wearable 
technology. This SDK allows developers to 
create interactions for their apps that take ~ 
place on a smart watch, including custom user 
interfaces, voice actions, and more. 

Similar to the integration that will happen 
between Android phones and watches, your 
car may soon come with a version of Android 
as well. Android Auto will provide context- 
based services, depending on what you're 
doing—for instance, getting into your car on a 
Friday could automatically open up your GPS 
app with directions and traffic information for 
the journey to your home on the East End, and 
load up a “get in the mood for vacation” playlist 
automatically for you. 

Google also introduced Google Fit, a 


development platform similar to Apple’s also- 


recently-announced HealthKit. Like HealthKit, 
Fit will aggregate data from various sensors 
and appliances to provide an overview 
of fitness and health-related data about 
the user. 
Also introduced was Android TV, a successor 
to the disastrously bad Google TV. Android TV 
is intended as an integrated OS for televisions, 
allowing for native viewing of YouTube, 
Netflix, etc. directly from the TV—basically an 
integrated Apple TV or Roku, and a step up 
from what is currently being offered on higher- 
end TVs. Rather than involve heavy browsing, 
it will be based on recommendations. Since it’s 


‘ based on Android, many Android games will be 


playable in it as well. 

Other announcements included a_ new 
program to maintain a lower-spec version 
of Android to allow for cheaper phones in 
developing markets, a long-awaited update 
to the Google Docs portion of Google Drive— 
which will finally allow for native editing of 
MS Office files\—and some major updates to 
Google’s Chromecast television hardware. Also 
announced was support for Android apps in 
Google’s Chrome OS. &&

Citroen 2CV 


I am absolutely enamored of the Citroen 
2CV and the original VW air-cooled Beetle. 
These cars have a lot in common. They were 
considered radical cars for their time. They 
went on to become the biggest-selling cars ever 
built by their manufacturers. They both had 
air-cooled engines, the Citroen in the front and 
the VW in the rear. They were certainly “beauty 
impaired,” and you can argue about which one 
you would rather take to the prom. They were 
also the least expensive cars in the marketplace 
at their inception and just happened to be both 
magnificently creative and innovative examples 
of basic automotive design.

Manor Nonprofit Receives Mistoric Donation 


BY KELLY LAFFEY 


trip on the Shelter Island ferries is a trip back in 

time. Visitors are transported to a community 
that maintains a historic mystique—due not only to 
its isolation, but to the fierce efforts to preserve and 
maintain Sylvester Manor, home of the Island’s first 
European settler. Built by Nathaniel Sylvester in 1652, 
the manor and its grounds remained in the family 
until recently. Eben Fiske Ostby, a 10th-generation 
Sylvester descendant, has donated the estate to 
the nonprofit Sylvester Manor Educational Farm, 
ensuring the continuation of historic preservation. 
The transfer was completed on June 23. 

“The land transfer is the culmination of a process 
that started years ago when my uncle, Andrew Fiske, 
left the manor to me in his will,” says Ostby. “My goal 
was to find a way to preserve the Manor and its lands 
in a way that would work well for Shelter Island and its 
residents and would be true to my uncle’s wishes. We 
arrived at the idea of [establishing the] Educational 
Farm when my nephew Bennett [Konesni] became 
active in organic farming and cultural activities...and 
the cross-pollination between them.” 

The Sylvester Manor Educational Farm first formed 
its board of directors in 2009, earning its 501(c)(3) 
status on December 27, 2010. Ostby is the president 
of the board, and his intent was always to donate the 
entire property to the foundation. 

“The donation is significant for a lot of reasons, but 
part of our mission is to create a place where work 
is joyous and fair,” says Sara Gordon, the Strategic 


“Director of the Sylvester Manor Educational Farm, 


who notes that, in keeping with that mission, Ostby 
also gave the caretaker’s cottage to the longtime 
resident caretaker Gunnar Wissemann. 

The recent land donation is 141.09 acres. The 
gift brings the total holdings of the nonprofit to 225 
acres, including the previous 2012 donation of 83 
acres of historic fields and pastures that, thanks to 
partnerships between the Peconic Land Trust and 
government organizations, will always be farmland. 
Ostby also preserved 22 acres through a grant with 
the Peconic Land Trust. The family will maintain a 
presence on the island, as they retain 11.7 acres. 

“On a practical level, the nonprofit can now raise 
funds to directly preserve the site’s extraordinary 
buildings and grounds,” says Konesni. “On a symbolic 
level, the burden and honor of stewardship has now 
been placed on the strong shoulders of the entire 
community...” 

Gordon calls the donation a “huge change on 
paper,” though she notes that it won’t immediately 
change the day-to-day operations of the nonprofit, 
which had already been in operation on the donated 
lands through a lease agreement. The nonprofit 
operates an organic educational farm, with a 
seasonal farmstand. In addition, the nonprofit seeks 
to educate the public on the history of the manor 
and estate, which has been a microcosm of American 
society throughout the years, transforming from 
a settler’s home to a slaveholding plantation, an 
Enlightenment-era farm and a summer residence 
before settling into its current role.

Sylvester Manor on Shelter Island 


Now that the nonprofit owns the lands, it is eligible 
for grants that could be used to restore the house. 

Nathaniel Sylvester was among the first European 
settlers of Shelter Island who, along with a group 
of investors, first purchased the island in 1651. His 
original manor house remained intact until about 
1737, when Nathaniel Sylvester’s grandson Brinley 
Sylvester constructed a new residence near the 
original site. The house underwent a renovation in 
the 1830s, and it retains its historic character and 
features today. 

House and ground tours are available on select 
Fridays. The organization also hosts a number of 
events throughout the summer, inviting the public to 
experience a tangible part of Shelter Island history. @@

Loving the Backyard Restaurant at Solé East

olé East’s “Backyard”—how good could the food 
be at such a hip hotel restaurant? Outstandingly 
good! 

There’s a new chef at the Backyard this season— 
Adam Petrie. In fact, when we visited for dinner 
Petrie had only been facing the stove at Solé East 
for a few days. His mark was already clear—he had 
a new, large grill installed and he knows how to use 
it, on everything from entrées to bread to the lemon 
halves. you squeeze over seafood. Plus he’s making 
all of the pasta in-house. 

We parked along Second House Road and passed 
into the hotel’s lobby. Upon entering we were greeted 
with a fine vanilla scent in the air, a good sign. We 
passed through the lobby, and then through an allée 
of bamboo trees to the Backyard restaurant. It’s like 
a dream pool house, with fun, funky décor and a 
surfer vibe. 

In fact, the expansive bar runs along the wall that 
borders a large in-ground pool. Between the hotel 
and the pool there’s a line of huge outdoor sofas for 
reclined recreation. If it had been a warmer evening, 
I’m sure we would have taken a little poolside 
refreshment before settling in for dinner, but there 
was quite a chill in the Montauk air this particular 
evening. 

We sat at a table inside and ordered drinks to start. 
It’s a good sign when you can’t remember exactly 
what you drank—but you're left with a lingering, 
pleasant sensation. 


I started with the 
Backyard’s award-winning 
clam chowder. I noted that 
it won the Montauk Clam 
Chowder Contest the year 
that I served as a judge—in 
2011. I was eager to see if 
I remembered it, though it 
seemed a long shot. Ah, but 
here was an old-fashioned, 
traditionally creamy 
chowder with potatoes,corn, | -- 
chunks of several different Z 
kinds of clams and thyme. 
Ah yes, | remembered it well. 
I “voted for it” all over again! 

Husband started with a

tower of tuna tartare, which 
rested on a tasty Asian slaw 
and was topped with corn 
microgreens. It was simple and fresh, as it should be, 
and the corn sprouts added a pleasant grassy note. 

I had the big, juicy grilled scallops. Wow. Followed 
by house-made gnocchi in pesto—the best gnocchi 
I’ve ever had. For the first time I could appreciate 
why they are sometimes referred to as “pillows.” 

Husband had to try the ceviché, so he did, and 
was quite impressed. The tender fish was served on 
thin cucumber slices and topped with rings of red 
pepper, which added a welcome piquant note. 

We tried the skirt steak. Does it sound like we 
ordered a royal bunch of food? I highly recommend

doing so at a good restaurant. Go for it. The skirt 
steak was just as it should be—it had some chew 
and a fine grilled flavor. It was accompanied by bitter 
greens. 

We, quite contentedly, had no room for dessert. 
There’s always next time. We fully intend to visit the 
Backyard again for another round of fine dining. We 
look forward to seeing what Chef Petrie will do with 
local ingredients as the season progresses. ga.

What does your stand-up act focus on? 

Right now...it’s hard to say! [The comedy] goes all 
over the place—sex, Hannibal, cancer, travel, race, 
the fact that I’ve never been to Long Island... 

You play Dr. Jimmy Price on NBC’s “Hannibal” 
series. How’s that been?

I’ve been thrilled by the way people have reacted. 
I love the series. I’m glad it’s where it’s at right now. 
Maybe this year people will actually start watching 
it! Right now [the viewers are] super-fanatics and 
critics. People don’t know what to expect from it. 
They can’t imagine a show like that is on NBC right 
now. We’re conditioned to believe good television is 
only possible on cable. 


Were you a fan of the movies and books before 


the show? 

Not really. I think Silence of the Lambs is great, but 
I’m not a gore guy. I like horror, but it’s certainly not 
my main genre. My main genre is science fiction. 

Your interest in science fiction shows in your 
graphic novel, “Husk: The Hollow Planet.” Did this 
start out as a graphic novel, or was it a movie or TV 
show pitch? 

First, | thought it would make a great film. But 


_after pitching it around, I thought, “Nobody’s going 


to make this movie. I’m not big enough.” And I had to 
get it out. For me, I have certain ideas that I need to 
do and it doesn’t matter whether the public wants to 
buy it or not! It keeps me happy as a creative person. 
It’s actually a trilogy; the second book should come 
out this year. 

Has being openly gay made your career more 
difficult? 

Yes. I don’t know how well I dealt with it, to be 
honest. I was actually surprised by the level of 


resistance [when I came out]. It really threw me, how - 


much it held me back, how much of a box people 
insisted I stay in. I was naive—when The Kids in 
the Hall finished, | assumed I’d be allowed to have 
an actual, real comedy career. “This guy can play 
anything!” That’s not how it played out. Basically, I 
became the go-to gay role model. 

You’ve mentioned you don’t like playing gay 
characters that are defined by being gay, or that 
exist to make a point. 

Yes, and I’m proud of that. That was hard to 
resist the past 15 years. Gay characters became 
more like agents of change. They had to move an 
agenda forward. To me, that’s not art. Change is 
up to politicians, not necessarily artists, [which is 
a view] I’ve received nothing but blowback for. | 
think gay characters should be allowed to be more 
three-dimensional. It’s ridiculous—I think people 
must sleep with pitchforks under their pillows. Now,

though, things have changed. For example, more gay 
characters are allowed to be villains. I’ve waited a 
long time for that. 

You’ve infused a lot of very serious topics into 
your comedy, such as your brother’s passing. How 
do you find the humor in some of these situations? 

My brother’s suicide haunted me for a long time. I 
had a period in my life where a lot of crappy things 
happened. Then I had cancer. I do a lot of comedy 
about cancer right now; it’s my only response. | think 
eventually, in your life, whatever happens to you 
becomes fodder for comedy. Eventually, everything 
can be funny.

LAND HO! 
Is there a fountain of youth? 
We know it’s not in Florida, but 
has anyone ever thoroughly 
searched Iceland for it? Land 
Ho! comes to us hot from 
the film festival circuit, from 
which it received glowing 
reviews. It’s an elegiac film 
about two old buddies who 
embark on a road trip to 
Iceland to eat good food, smoke good weed, and 
soak in the hot springs. Somewhat echoing the 
recent films The Trip and The Trip to Italy, where 
two old friends travel around eating expensive meals 
and doing impersonations, Land Ho! doesn’t have 
a tremendous story to tell. Here, the two old guys 
meet up with some much younger 
women in Iceland—but don’t worry, 
there’s no_ incredulity-inspiring 
scenes of cross-generational sex 
or predictable jokes about Viagra. 
Rather, the women serve for the men 
as wistful reminders of their youth, 
long past. Mercifully, no miracle 
cure for old age is suggested. 


DAWN OF THE PLANET OF 
THE APES 

Dawn of the Planet of the Apes is 
the latest installment in films set 
amongst the future ruins of our 
civilization. While it’s not really fair 
to accuse the Planet of the Apes 
franchise of ripping off other films— 
after all, these films have been using 


the gimmick of future ruins since the ’60s—it’s 
showing its age as a ploy. How many times can we 
be weirded out by the sight of a decaying New 
York City, with crumbling concrete and destroyed 
bridges? This time, there’s a massive population of 
genetically modified apes pitted against a hugely 
diminished population of humans. Because of 
their genetic modification, the apes are somewhat 
capable of speech and have developed human-like 
family bonds, leading to conflicts among the human 
characters about how to deal with them. Of course, 
the apes have plenty of opinions about how to 
deal with the humans as well. Does it mean war? 
Oh yes, it does. 


A LONG WAY DOWN 

From author Nick Hornby, he of High Fidelity and 
About A Boy fame, comes A Long 
Way Down. Starting from the shaky 
premise that four suicidal people 
would all happen to try to commit 
suicide by jumping off the same tall 
building at the same time, and would 
thereafter sign a non-suicide pact 
and become a media sensation, the 
film seems to struggle with tone—as 
would any attempt to wring comedy 
from suicide. What seems strange is 
that the filmmakers have attempted 
a tricky comedy without casting a 
skilled comic actor: one can imagine 
a Ricky Gervais or a Steve Coogan 
pulling off something like this. Here 
we get Pierce Brosnan, Aaron Paul, 
Imogen Poots and Toni Collette. 
Likeable, maybe. Hilarious...no. ga. 
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Questions of Obsession in “The Picture Maker”

Obsession as a topic has 
certainly inspired many 
an author, but what award- 
winning fiction writer and 
baseball historian David 
Nemec delivers in his new 
novel, The Picture Maker 
(CreateSpace), is memorable: 
a story of fixation as 
erotomonomania. Paul Raber, 
about to be paroled, knows 
from the minute he lays eyes on Seena Schain at 
_ a poetry reading she gives one day to prisoners, 
that he’s hooked. “There are moments that defy 
explanation... How and when such moments originate 
who of us can ever know. But from the first instant 
I saw Seena standing...at Wallkill I just knew that 
never again this lifetime would J experience anything 
like the rush of emotions she delivered to me.” Out 
and living at a midtown Y in New York, he writes to 
her, and she, in a cryptic, mysterious way he will 
come to see is her essence, writes back, in poetry. 


Nemec compels the reader to 

stay with him, even though it’s 
clear from the opening first-person 
line that Raber will endure. — 


He pursues her, even breaking parole rules to 
journey to her isolated home in the woods in 
Saratoga Springs. “Like all animals that are incapable 


of traveling with the pack, I was 
clever at laying a false scent.” But 
he’s smart enough, cynical enough 
and faithful enough. to his passion, 
not to allow anyone, including 
himself, to define the origin or 
meaning of his obsession or explain 
its ironic and tragic consequences. 
And—nice touch—Nemec compels 
the reader to stay with him, even 
though it’s clear from the opening 
first-person line that Raber, a flawed 
and dangerous protagonist (on 
one occasion he refers to himself 
as Paul Bearer), will endure: “For 
over half my life now I’ve swung 
back and forth between whether to 
believe it was the fickle finger of fate 
or serendipity that prompted my 
transfer from Auburn State Prison to Wallkill that 
November a few days before Thanksgiving.” It’s also 
a nice touch that at the end Raber is no further along 
in understanding or even wanting to understand 
the full nature of his obsession, or his Madonna or 
how much she knows about a cold-case murder of a 
young girl buried in her backyard. As for that “fickle 
finger of fate,” Raber knows he’s using a cliché; it’s 
one of his doomed attempts to get a bit of distance 
on what he has wrought. A shrewd chess player, 
he’s challenged by the game he plays with his lady 
love, with himself and with others, often comparing 
his behavior to a chess move. He also realizes that 
Seena, with “her obliquity” is not playing the same 
game, though he would never learn which “was the 


‘gasoline and which the match, only that the latent 


blaze inside each of us was fanned into flames by the 
other.” And so he continues to up the ante on taking 


risks, wondering whether his self- 
destructive behavior may be a way 
for him to reexamine his actions— 
once he accidentally shot someone 
but was it really an accident? 

What to make of the book’s title, 
“The Picture Maker?” Raber frames 
images of Seena as a way of fixing 
her in time and place. “In ways I 
may never understand I’ve always 
had a picture of you in my head,” 
he tells her. Like Hamlet, he invokes 
the lens of his mind’s eye to capture 
the surreal effect she has on him. 
He tells her that she is his “one and 
only co-star” in the movie of life, 
but he admits toward the end that 
his life “had never been meant to 
be a coherent movie—rising action, 
climax and denouement. It was a reel filled with 
unconnected frames. A reel of isolated sublime 
moments through which I would eternally sift, 
stopping the camera in my mind on a frame here, a 
frame there, rerunning the reel, reveling in each and 
every detail in one of my sacred frames again and 
again...and then putting it back with all the others in 
some disorganized way that I now knew would never 
produce a thread of frames that could be woven into 
an intelligible story.” Not so Nemec’s fictional tale. 

The author, who lives in Eastport and was 
once the recipient of an Edward Albee Foundation 
grant, writes with authority (an online bio notes, 
among other jobs, that he once worked as a parole 
officer, in addition to teaching English). He also 
writes with poetic grace, though some may find 
Raber’s existential notes from the underground 


depressing. £3.

After Spring Flowers, What’s 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


All of the long-awaited spring 
flowers have gone, and most 
of their leaves have finished 
yellowing. I'm assuming that 
you take advantage of the 
opportunity in your gardens 
to “leave the leaves” (one of 
my favorite phrases) until 
they can provide the bulbs 
with nourishment for next 
year. I know they make a mess 
in the garden, but do leave 
them as long as possible. We’ve spent much of our 
maintenance time recently removing spent leaves 
and will do more next week. 

Also, the foliage of bleeding hearts is ready to be 
removed and the foliage of ornamental poppies soon 
will be ready. If you have alliums with seed heads you 
want to keep for decorative reasons, the leaves can 
be removed, leaving only the stalks. 

Peonies and bearded iris have also finished—sadly 
for me, as they are two of my favorites. Be sure to 
cut the iris stalks to the ground and remove any dead 
leaves. I cut back peony stalks to a place inside the 
bush so the cut remains unseen. 

With all of the foliage removed, it’s time to fill in 
the empty spaces with annuals and new perennials. 
There are many varieties of annuals in the garden 
centers now. New and fresh ones will keep coming 
all summer. It’s amazing how many the garden can

gobble up, so get a bunch! Now 
is the time to plant some of those 
perennials, and even shrubs and 
trees you have been yearning for 
since last year. 

The effects of the winter were 
devastating for hydrangeas. 
Almost all hydrangeas had growth 
only at the bottom, with dead 
branches above. We let those 
branches remain on the shrubs 
until just the last few weeks, and 
as we have been removing them, we are seeing some 
flower buds. 

Hostas are up and filling in the empty places. 
Sometimes those spots are so bare in the spring, 
I think that maybe the hostas have died. But here 
they are in all their splendor. I love them all, from 
tiny ‘mouse ears’ to the gigantic ones, from yellow 
to blue. If you do not have deer, they are very good 


additions to the garden. Beds of assorted hostas can 


be stunning. 

If you have bamboo, it’s probably sending up new 
culms by now. These can be eliminated by breaking 
them at the base. Once completely developed, the 
stand should be thinned, if necessary, and some 


canes removed to keep the stand open and upright. 


Some canes will be completely dead and can be 
removed. You might need a pruning saw or loppers— 
and watch out for splinters! Removing the tiniest 
canes is an easy way to begin the thinning. I then 
remove some older canes from the middle of the

clump and take notice of density 
as | progress with the pruning. 

Weeds, of course, are thriving. 
You may notice different weeds 
in different locations given the 
-amount of water in the soil. Very 
|< wet soil spawns weeds that don’t 
8 grow anywhere else, and their 
% presence indicates that there is 
= too much water. Either the water 

level or the soil consistency will 
need adjustment. If possible, pull 
weeds instead of hoeing or otherwise disturbing 
the surface of the soil, which brings up more seeds 
into the sunlight, allowing them to sprout. In my 
experience, if weeds are judiciously removed before 
they seed without disturbing the soil (this may take 
several seasons), your weed problem will be minimal. 
An application of light consistency mulch will help. 

We're entering the steady maintenance season— 
deadheading, staking, pruning for shape, health and 
rebloom, and of course, constant weed monitoring. 
I enjoy making the garden look like nothing has 
changed, and remains continually beautiful. High 
summer is here—oh boy! 4B

Catching Up with DTOS Honoree

wner of Loaves & Fishes Gourmet Take-Out, 

innovative baker and cook, cookbook author 
and innkeeper Anna Pump had a big birthday in 
April—but it hasn’t slowed her down a bit. When 
called to set up an interview, the only time she could 
meet was at 4 p.m. that very day—“at the shop in 
Sagaponack, of course.” The week of July 4th was not 
an option—it’s still Loaves & Fishes’ busiest.

Pump and her 
daughter Sybille van Kempen, 
with the support of Pump’s 
late husband Detlef, added the 
Bridgehampton Inn to their 
business holdings in 1994. The 
six-room establishment quickly - 
became a destination hotel. 
Pump detailed the Inn’s opening 
and its day-to-day workings in 
Country Weekend Entertaining, 
which was. published by 
Doubleday in 1999. 

Sybille and her husband Gerrit 
opened the popular kitchenalia 
emporium, Loaves & Fishes 
Cookshop in Bridgehampton’s 
downtown in 2003.

Rumors had been circulating recently that Pump 
was planning to release a 30th anniversary edition 
of her original The Loaves and Fishes Cookbook 
in 2015. In fact, she has begun work on a fifth 
cookbook that she promises will include about one- 
third of her established recipes and about two-thirds 
new recipes. The new recipes are largely based on 
Asian influences that came to Pump by way of her 
grandsons’ travels in China and Vietnam. She says 
that this cookbook will take “at least two years” to 
write, it will be her first since her popular Summer on 
a Plate was released in 2008. 

Pump did not attend cooking school. Like many 
young ladies of her generation, she attended finishing 
school. Later, however, she studied under James 
Beard, Anna Maria Huste and Maurice Moore-Betty. 
Pump also famously mentored “Barefoot Contessa” 
Ina Garten when Garten’s shop was in Westhampton. 

Pump’s grandson Stefan is now serving as manager

open, from Holy Thursday to December 31. She takes 
a winter respite in Naples, Florida. Pump rises early 
and walks two to three miles a day, and also enjoys 
bicycling to the beaches. 

Pump’s journey to the South Fork began in Tarp, 
Germany. Anna Tuitjer was raised on a farm in 
an area near the Danish border that, much like 
Bridgehampton, was a narrow strip of land between 
two bodies of water. There she met and married 
Detlef Pump. Detlef, Anna and their two children, 
Harm and Sybille, emigrated to the United States 
in 1960, settling in Frenchtown, NJ, near Detlef’s 
brother. Pump first visited the East End in the 1970s. 
She and her husband bought and restored an 18th 
century house in Noyac in 1978 and in 1980 took over 
the Loaves & Fishes shop in Sagaponack. 


There are many legends surrounding Loaves & 
Fishes Gourmet Take-Out—a $100 per pound lobster 
salad and a refusal to computerize operations chief 
among them. Pump says, “Google keeps calling us, 
little do they know I want people to be out there 
communicating with people from the kitchen.” At 
Loaves & Fishes, Pump points out, “We cook and 
bake [from scratch] all day long. Always fresh—I’m 
a destination.” 

While Pump has accomplished many things in 
her career, when asked what she’s most proud 
of, she immediately responds, “Doing Loaves & 
Fishes. ’'m very fond of my customers and they’re 
very loyal.” 

Pump notes that she has watched generations 
of her young customers grow up to visit with

their own children. 

She added, with regard to foodie culture in general, 
“There’s a generation coming up who’s actually 
cooking. Unfortunately there was a time when no one 
was in the kitchen.” 

Pump is alongtime supporter of the Bridgehampton 
Historical Society (now the Bridgehampton Museum) 
and quite a number of other local causes. Pump’s 
love of place is evident in many ways, not least of 
which is her effort to gain citizenship for her largely 
Ecuadorian kitchen staff. Loaves and Fishes sponsors 
their green cards and then helps them through the 
process to citizenship. As she says, “They’re almost 
family.” 


Pump is most proud of “doing 
Loaves & Fishes. I’m very fond 
of my customers and they’re 
very loyal.” 


When asked to comment on her position as the 
head of a food dynasty, Pump says, “It has all come 
by evolving. I just love good food.” In addition to 
working with her daughter, son-in-law and grandsons, 
Pump now has her granddaughter Karina baking 
breads at Loaves & Fishes on her summer break from 
college. Meanwhile, Pump’s son Harm and his wife, 
Nancy, create Loaves & Fishes line of jams, apple 
butter and pickles. After retiring from a career as a 
helicopter pilot, Harm bought a farm in New Jersey. 

When asked if she would ever retire, Pump replied, 
“My daughter tells a joke about that. We renew our 
lease for the Loaves & Fishes building every three 
years. Sybille says, ‘Mom retires every three years.’ 
No. One needs to keep going!”

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Dining at the Bridgehampton Inn & Restaurant

he mood was joyous and the offerings were 

FLAWLESS! If you only visit ONE Hamptons 
restaurant this season—make it the Bridgehampton 
Inn & Restaurant! At long last the South Fork has 
produced a competitor for the North Fork Table 
& Inn’s designation as “Best Restaurant on Long 
Island!” Book now—they’ve added parking, but it’s 
going to fill up FAST. 

The new restaurant at the iconic Inn continues and 
expands upon its well-earned reputation for artfully 
blending Old World sensibilities (i.e. perfectionism) 
and New World local ingredients. It’s the same, 
popular Inn but the dining rooms have gotten a 
revamp that includes bright orange vinyl seating, 
hand-blown water glasses with striking orange swir] 
patterns and vintage black and white photos on the 
walls depicting Bridgehampton’s agrarian history. 
Plus there’s now a sizeable bar set up outside the 
kitchen and extensive outdoor seating. The service, 
as always, is top notch. And, yes, of course there are 
fresh-cut flowers on every table. 

Management of the Inn has been shared between 
mother and daughter owners Anna Pump and Sybille 
van Kempen since it opened in 1994 (See related 
story on page &1.). The restaurant, which opened on 
June 4, is “Sybille’s baby,” according to Pump. Van 
Kempen’s culinary degree and 34 years of experience 
at Loaves & Fishes Gourmet Take-out in Sagaponack 
have come into full bloom at the Inn. The dinner 
menu AND the cocktail menu change weekly. This 
shows ambition unprecedented in the Hamptons. 

Chef de Cuisine Arie Pavlou points out that keeping 
up this pace with the weekly dinner menu means 
creating 800 recipes a year! He seemed a little 
overwhelmed but clearly excited. He said, “It’s fun, 


though it’s challenging!” He’s also over the moon 
that the Inn is planting their new herb garden this 
week. Some form of duck and local fish are on each 
week’s menu and also some type of fritters, which 
have included artichoke, cod, leek, lobster and 
olive so far. 

My husband and I have long been fans of 
Pavlou’s work. We enjoyed his creations at the 
former Comtesse Therese Bistro in Aquebogue. 
But the food at the Bridgehampton Inn is still more 
delightful—as it’s not freighted with being strictly 
French at every turn. It’s a bit lighter and more open 
to delicious evolution. The drinks menu is curated 
by Sybille’s son and bartender Kyle, a young 
man who clearly inherited his grandmother’s and 
mother’s keen sense of culinary adventure. 

I started things off with a Blackberry Cloud of 
St. George Botanivore gin, house blackberry vodka 
infusion and fresh lime juice topped with an old- 
fashioned, but newly popular, egg white froth and a 
slice of lime. It was nicely, mildly sour and did put me 
on a “cloud” for the duration of the meal. Apparently 
Kyle doesn’t skimp on the firewater. 

I also concluded my meal with seasonal berries— 
with Loaves & Fishes’ blackberry pie and a scoop 
of vanilla ice cream. True to Loaves & Fishes pies’ 
legendary status, the big, juicy berries were not 
overly sweetened. 

You will not find many items on the menu from 
Loaves & Fishes Gourmet Take-out other than their 
famous pies and rote griitze, but the Inn happily 
shares the Loaves & Fishes’ access to top cheese 
mongers to fill their weekly cheese plates. 

Husband started the evening off with a martini 
made with Brooklyn gin.

What About Beer? Aging in a Custom Cellar

ine cellars are increasingly becoming a must- 

have amenity for any well-heeled Hamptons 
home, not only aesthetically and to boost the value 
of a property, but as an essential storage space in 
which to stimulate the aging process of your wine 
collection and protect the wine from potential harm 
than can result from light and heat. Wine, fortified

- popularity in high-end craft brews, particularly here 


on the East End, the question is arising more and 
more, What about beer? 

Already I hear the objections. “Beer is supposed 
to be enjoyed as soon as possible, when it’s fresh,” 
you say. Well, yes and no. Certainly your average 
lager isn’t going to improve with age, and could even 
develop off flavors over time. However, the new 
dilemma for the discerning beer drinker arises from 
the fact that many beers, particularly those made 
with special ingredients and that maybe have even 
been aged before sale, improve with age in a similar 
manner to wine. High-alcohol beers (10% alcohol and 
up) especially tend to age well—their strength and 
complexity is softened pleasantly the more the beer 
matures. These craft beers also tend to be pricier 

4 then ordinary beers, so they represent an investment 
that needs to be protected. And while the beer ages, 
it needs the same protections from heat and light 
that wine requires. 

Enter the “beer cellar.” 


According to Peter Cimino, owner of North 
Fork Wine Cellars, there is functionally not much 
difference between a wine cellar and a beer cellar. 
“A beer cellar should be at the same temperature as 
a wine cellar—around 55°,” says Cimino. “Therefore, 
it would need to be built out just the same as a wine 
cellar. This will prevent any problems with mold, 
and it will be able to hold the temperature steady.” 
This offers the perfect scenario for preserving a 
collection, as well as showing it off. 

Building a beer cellar, like building a wine cellar, 
is no simple task, but working with an experienced 
custom builder and understanding the process can 
alleviate many concerns. A preliminary consultation 
phase determines the current size of the buyer’s 
collection, its intended future size, the cooling 
system involved, and the design elements that will 
be in play. The most modern version of a beer cellar 
uses plate-glass walls and a cutting-edge racking 
system in order to display all bottles. If Old World 
is more to your taste, try a tried-and-true European 
style featuring imported stone and centuries-old 
bricks. North Fork Wine Cellars even offers French- 
imported, full-sized wine caves and traditional wood 
cellars (made with the buyer’s choice of wood). But 
in the end, most of these choices are aesthetic: the 
operative principal is always to keep the temperature 
and humidity under control. 

Of course, many beer aficionados would like their 
beer to be a bit colder than 55°—but Cimino warns 
against DIY solutions to this problem. “Some people 
try to cool down their beer cellars with AC units, but

it won't work,” he warns. “AC units are not designed 
to bring the temperature that low, and they also 
take out the humidity of the cellar.” High humidity 
minimizes evaporation during the aging process, 
which is something you want in your cellar. The only 
real choice for lovers of ice-cold aged beer, he says, 


is a full refrigeration system. 


A number of beer styles are ideal for aging— 
for example, imperial stouts, barleywines, Belgian 
tripels and quadrupels, lambics and doppelbocks. 
(IPAs rarely age well—their hoppiness does not lend 
itself to an enjoyable aged beer). For the craft beer 
enthusiast with an eye for perfection, a beer cellar 
may be the perfect addition to your castle. 4.
